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PREFACE 



'' The Guide to Heaven " is intended to meet the 
wants of those numerous classes who are engaged 
in constant work to earn their daily bread, and 
who have therefore little time to give to fixed 
devotions. One of the most blessed eflfects of the 
revived life, which the good Spirit of God has of 
late years stirred in the Church of England, is the 
increased desire among such classes for a deeper 
faith, and a more earnest worship. But this 
quickened life needs to be kept up by regular 
habits of private and family prayer. 

It would be but a false hope, sure to end in a 
yet greater fall, if a revived zeal for public ser- 
vices, and keener thirst for religious knowledge, 
do not lead to more private devotion, to greater 
exercise of piety at home, and to increased watch- 
fulness in self-examination, and care of the heart. 
A man must be diligent to keep his own soul inGo^^ 
by secret prayer, and try to ioxiiL\!^a\io\x^^^V"vs^ 
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the ways of holiness, if he would really profit by 
the teaching of the Church and the sacraments of 
grace of which he partakes. True life is a whole, a 
unity. The inward and the outward must be con- 
sistent; the habits and conversation must be one 
with the profession. To be honest in our religion, 
the entire man must be influenced by it. But to 
maintain this only true condition of life, the spirit 
of devotion must run through it and leaven it ; 
there must be the " praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and watching there- 
unto with all perseverance.'* 

It is hoped that this Manual will sufficiently 
supply what is needed for this end. Some instruc- 
tions, both as to faith and practice, are given in a 
brief form with a special view to devotion. The 
chief events of hfe, as well as the chief seasons of 
the Christian year, have been provided for. The 
family prayers commemorate the events of the 
days of the week. 

It will be seen that the part relating to Holy 
Commupion has greater prominence given to it 
than any other, because it forms the chief act of 
Divine service, and is the highest form of worship. 
The Holy Eucharist is the centre of a true system 
of devotion, and the desire felt in framing this 
Manual has been that, through the blessing of 
GoDy it may tend to cherish a sacramental Hfe. in 
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accordance with the teaching which we have inhe- 
rited from our fathers, and help to lead the soul of 
the devout worshipper to God, in tTie fulness of the 
faith of the One Catholic and Apostolic Church. 

Our best thanks are due to those who have 
assisted in compiling this Manual. The only 
return they ask is that those who derive benefit 
from its use may sometimes remember them in 
their prayers. 

A special acknowledgment is due to Mr 
Hayes, Lyall Place, for his kindness in allowing 
extracts to be made from Dr Neale's translation 
of the Rhythm of Bernard of Morlaix. 

That the Manual may tend to the glory of God 

in helping to feed and direct the life of souls that 

seek to be perfected in Christ, through the Spirit, 

in the ways of His Church and in the Communion 

of His Saints, is the earnest desire and trust of the 

undersigned.

Book, according to Holy Scrip- 



7. If you cannot go to the 
Holy Communion with a full 
trust in God's mercy and a quiet 
conscience, to go to some Priest 
and tell him of the sins that 
trouble you, in order to receive 
the benefit of absolution, and be 
told what to do. 

8. To receive the Holy Com- 
munion at the least tliree times 
in the year, of which Easter is to 
be one. 

9. Every woman after child- 
birth should come to Church to 
return thanks to Almighty God 
for His mercy in having preserved 
her life ; she should then make 
a thank-offering ; and should re- 
ceive the Holy Communion as 
soon as possible. 

10. Every child should be 
brought to be baptised at least 
on the first or second Sunday 
next after its birth, or on any 
Holy Day which may fall be- 
tween. 

11. Every male child that is 
brought to be baptised, should 
have two Godfathers and one 
Godmother; and every female 
child one Godfather and two 
Godmothers. 

12. The duties of Godfathers 
and Godmothers are, to pray for 
their Godchildren, and to take 
care that they are brought to 
the Bishop to be confirmed, when 
they can say the Creed, the Lord's 
Prayer, and the Ten Command- 
ments, and have been taught the 
Catechism. 

Fious Customs.

The Two Sacraments generally

to follow the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. No child is pro- 
perly baptised except water is 
used with the words, "In the 
Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost." ' 

2. Holy Communion, is the 
Body and Blood of Jesus Christ, 
true God and Man, under the 
outward form of bread and wine. 
Christ instituted this most 
Blessed Mystery just before His 
Crucifixion, and gave power to, 
and bade His Apostles and their 
successors, the Bishops and 
Priests of His Church, to " Do 
THIS," that is, offer this Sacrifice, 
as He had done, until the end of 
time. The Holy Communion is 
given to strengthen and refresh 
the souls of those who receive It 
after a good preparation, and 
also endue their bodies with the 
powers of an immortal life. 

The Other Five ordained for 
certain Persons or States of Life, 

1. Confirmation, by which the 
Holy Ghost is given, in the 
laying on of the hands of the 
Bishop, to such as are by Bap- 
tism made Members of Christ, so 
that they may be made strong 
and perfect Christians, and brave 
soldiers of Jebus Christ. 

2. Penitence, by which our Lord 
Jesus Christ will, through the 
absolution of a Bishop or a Priest, 
forgive us the sins we commit 
after Baptism, if we confess them 
with real sorrow, and a hearty 
purpose to lead a better life. 

3. Orders, by which, through a 
Bishop's laying his hands on 
those duly called and prepared, 
the Holy Ghost is given to those 
who are thus made Bi&ko^*^^ 
Priests, ox "D^w^syaa^ ^so H5ss^

each may have the grace neces- 
oary for the work of his sacred 
office.

4. Matrimony, by which the

THE HOLY COMMUNION 

IS CALLED 

The Eucharist, because it is " Our Sacrifice of 
praise and thanksgiving/' or thankfiil Memorial 
of Christ's Death. Eucharist means thanks- 
giving. 

The Holy Sacrifice, because a continual remem- 
brance of the Sacrifice of the Death of Christ is 
made in the Holy Communion, when the Priest 
offers or presents the Body and Blood of Christ, 
under the forms of Bread and Wine^ to God the 
Father, in memory of the fiiU, perfect, and sufl&- 
cient Sacrifice of Himself which He once offered 
on the Cross, and which he is now always present- 
ing before His Father in Heaven in our behalf. 

The Holy Communion, because it is a Feast 
upon the Sacrifice, to which our Lord invites all 
the Faithful, that is, all baptised Christians, to 
come to Him, that He may strengthen and refresh 
their souls with the spiritual food of His most 
precious Body and Blood. 

The LorcPs Supper, because our Lord ordained 
it after His Last Supper, on the evening before 
He was crucified, and commanded it to be con- 
tinued, as He appointed It, till His Second 
Coming at the Last Day.

The Service of the Holy 
Communioii is the highest 
Act of Christian Worship. 
It consists of two parts, the 
Sacrifice and Communion. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, 
as He hung upon the Cross, 
offered Himself as the One 
Sacrifice for sin, and this 
Sacrifice was perfect and 
complete. But in Heaven 
He still presents and offers 
His Sacrifice; and on earth 
Priests present and offer the 
Memorial of It to God the 
Father. Every time that 
they celebrate they make the 
same Offering. In the Con- 
secration Prayer immediately 
after the Act of Consecration, 
the Priest offers and presents 
theBody andBloodof Christ, 
under the forms of Bread and 
Wine, to God the Father 
This is called the Sacrifice of 
the Eucharist, for the word 
Eucharist means Praise and 
Thanksgiving, and the Offer- 
ing is made by us with the 
highestthanksgivingpossible. 
God the Father looks upon 



this Sacrifice with great love. 
He is well pleased with It; 
and while you join in offer- 
ing It, you must ask Him 
by this Sacrifice to bless His 
holy Church, and all people, 
and to give you what you 
need. 

The other part of the Mys- 
tery is the Partaking or Holy 
Communion, which is the 
spiritual eating and drinking 
of the Body and Blood of 
Christ, for the Bread and 
Wine have been made by 
God the Holy Ghost, in the 
Prayer of Consecration, the 
true and real Body and Blood 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
You eat the Sacrament, and 
the Sacrament has " two 
parts," the "outward and 
visible sign," and "the in- 
ward spiritual grace:" and 
by this inward grace, which 
is " verily and indeed " His 
True Body and Blood, our 
Lord Jesus Christ really 
feeds and cleanses our souls, 
and comes and dwells within 
us.

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INSTRUCTION. 



This Creed Is called the 
Nicene Creed, because the 
greater part of it was drawn 
up by the Bishops of the 
Church at a place called 
Nicsea, a.d. 325, against the 
errors of some false teachers, 
who said that our Blessed 
Lord was not God. It con- 
tains the confession of our 
faith in the doctrine of the 
Blessed Trinity, and especi- 
ally in that of the Incarna- 
tion. And since the Memo- 
rial of our Lord's Sacrifice 
upon the Cross is going to be 
presented to God the Father, 
the Creed is a good introduc- 
tion to such an Act, because 
it contains our belief that 
our Lord Jesus Christ, God 
and Man, Himself offered 
His Body on the Cross as a 
Sacrifice for our sins, and 
so was both Priest and Vic- 
tim. 

It is a pious custom to 
make an act of reverence at 
the words, "And was incar- 
nate by the Holy Ghost of 
the Virgin Mary, and was 



made Man," in order to adore 
our Blessed Lord, because 
He, the Son of God, came 
down from Heaven, and was 
born of a woman, in order to 
save us from our sins. 

The last part of the Creed, 
which begins with the words, 
" And I believe in the Holy 
Ghost," was added to the 
other part by the Bishops of 
the Church, against the errors 
of other false teachers, who 
said that the Holy Ghost 
was not God. It contains a 
full confession of our faith in 
the truth that the Holy 
Ghost is God, and also that 
He is present and works in 
the Church. 

It is a pious custom to 
make the sign of the Cross 
when you say the last words 
of the Creed, "And the life 
of the world to come," in 
token that your hope of living 
for ever in Heaven rests upon 
the truths which you have 
solemnly professed in the 
Creed, through the merits of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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THE CEEED. 

I BELIEVE in One God, the Father Almighty, 
Maker of Heaven and earth, and of all things 
visible and invisible : ^ 

And in One Lord Jesus Christ, the Only- 
Begotten Son of God ; Begotten of His Father 
before all worlds ; God of God, light of Light, 
Very God of Very God, Begotten, not made;
